To Construct Modern Apartments There

MOSCOW, March 1.—A contract in- 
volving a minimum of $25,000,000 of 
expenditures in the course of the next 
five years was signed today by the 
Longacre Engineering and Construc- 
tion Company of New York and the 
municipal authorities of Moscow. 


The Longacre corporation under- 
takes to build $5,000,000 worth of 
apartmient houses annually for five 
vears, according to the latest Ameri- 
can methods, with American techni 
cians and appliances, but the whole 
cost carried by the Moscow Soviet, 
including labor, of course. 

In short, it is a contract, not a 
concession, and the Americans will 
act as constructors and advisers for 
@ pre-arranged remuneration. Fur 
thermore, not being concessionaires 
the corporation wil] not be brought 
into conflict with the Soviet labo: 
laws, which are apt to prove a stum 
bling block to foreigners investing 
capital in enterprises here.

bigotry. 

At this time the former Governor 
suggested to newspaper men that 
“the Democrats should discuss pol- 
itics rather than religion.’’ 

“Tt seems that in Mr. Davis’s view, 
as well as in the Democratic view 
generally, any one who opposes the 
Tammany candidate for President is 
a religious bigot,’? Mr. Hyde said. 

“For myself, I have held a lively 
faith in a protective tariff, in re- 
stricted immigration and in the 
Eighteenth Amendment long before 
I ever heard of Smith. I see no 
reason to change those matured 
opinions merely because of the relig- 
ious affiliation of a candidate who 
opposes them. 

‘To be tolerant toward the views 
of my fellow-American does not 
mean that I must agree with him.’’

From over the northern part of the 
province reports of villages burned 
and ravaged by both Chang’s and 
Liu’s troops continue to reach here. 
Both sides are seeking support 
among various independent groups 
who are also pillaging and destroy- 
ing. These latter number thousands. 

The strictest martial law prevails 
here. Merchants are uneasy and 
business is paralyzed. Every one 
fears disorders. Transportation into 
the interior of the province is at a 
standstill due to disruption of rail- 
road facilities and military comman- 
deering of motors, carts, and mules.

Holiday Spirit Grows Among 
Hosts of Visitors as Inaugura- 
tion Day Nears. 


WEATHER ALONE DOUBTFUL 


Everything Else Ready for Rousing 


Greeting to Hoover—He Will 
Have 100,000 Listeners.

the 10,000 who are seated and the 
remaining thousands who will be

Attendance of 100,000 Forecast. 


Standing tonight where the Presi- 


dent will stand on Monday, a Cap- 
itol attaché prophesied that the 
crowds would number fully 100,000.

131,667 Working for City,

An army of 131,667 officials and 
employes will conduct the city’s 
affairs for 1929, according to an 
estimate contained in the official 
directory of the city, recently pub- 
lished and now in distribution.

Mr. Creager made his charges be- 
fore the Brookhart sub-committee, 
which has been investigating alleged 
barter of Federal patronage in the 
South.

schedules of other countries, should 
these be implemented by legisla- 
tion.” He also stated the govern- 
ment policy as ‘other things being 
— of favoring those countries 
which favor our products.”

Foreign trade treaties, Mr. Robb 
said, had been justified, as Canada, 
during the fiscal year 1927-28 sold

amounted to $103,000,000. 


Clings to Low Tariff Policy. 


The policy of the administration 
was not a high tariff policy, but a 
a low tariff, policy, Mr. Robb added. 
It was policy to encourage production 
at home and the marketing of the 
excess of production abroad, and in 
applying this policy, both domestic 
and international factors would be 
considered. 

In concluding his review of govern- 
ment tariff policy, Mr. Robb said: 

“In accordance with the fiscal policy 
of the government, the tariff changes 
submitted are designed to reduce tax- 
ation and to lessen the cost of pro 
duction.. The changes have arisc& 
out of references which the Advisory 
Board on Tariff and Taxation has in- 
vestigated, and are based on its fact 
finding. 

“During the last six years the na- 
tional debt reduction has been $226.- 
708,000, and a loan of $60,000,000,

Ready for Higher Copper Duty. 


Revenue from customs and the ex- 
cise taxes, Mr. Robb explained, in- 
creased $34,000,000 and from the in- 
come tax, $2,000,000, while that from 
the sales tax decreased $8,700,000. 
The annual interest charges on the 
funded debt are now $117,000,000. 
while disbursements on war pensions 
amount to $40,600,000. 

The trade of the Dominion con- 
tinues to expand. For the ten 
months ended in January, exports 
totaled $1,187,400,000, and imports 
$1,033,300,000, leaving a favorable 
trade balance of $154,100,000. 

The changes proposed in the cus- 
toms tariff are not of great impor- 
tance.

ATLANTA, March 1 (P).—As flood 
waters began to recede in South 
Georgia, Alabama and Northwest 
Florida today Georgia’s death list 
for three days stood at nine known 
fatalities and two missing and be- 
lieved dead. No fatalities were re- 
ported in other States. 

The extensive damage to highways, 
bridges, lowland farms and manu- 
facturing plants was still unesti- 
mated. 

About 200 automobiles filled with 
fight fans en route north from the 
Sharkey-Stribling bout at Miami 
Beach were held up at Perry, Ga., 
and other near-by towns by wash- 
outs on the Dixie Highway. Scores 
of tourists bound for Florida were 
detained at Macon. Repairs were ex- 
pected by tomorrow or Sunday. 

Alabama lowlands remained under 
water in the Montgomery area, as 
the Coosa River began its last as- 
sault upon the countryside. Many 
highways were still impassable, how- 
ever, and railroads were operating 
with difficulty.

The attack took place between the 
stations of El Parque and Alarcon. 
The road which the the Morrow fam- 
ily uses in traveling to Cuernavaca 


runs nearby. 

The bandits wrecked the train, then 
leoted: it, burning the cars later. 
They were able to get away unmo- 
lested by the Federal troops stationed 
some distance off. 

The road which the Morrow family 
uses runs parallel to the track for 
some distance and crosses it repeated- 
ly. It has been safe for some time, 
so the impression here is that Colonel 
Lindbergh’s presence attracted the at- 
tention of the bandits. 

It was on this road that Jacob 
Rosenthal, a Long Island real estate 
operator, was captured and later 
killed. The government two weeks 
ago negotiated at Cuernavaca with 
Benjamin Mendoza, the rebel leader, 
regarding his surrender and for that 
reason it is considered possible that 
it was his men who attacked the 
freight train.

The resolution was called up in 
the Senate today by Senator Norris 
of Nebraska, chairman of the Judi- 
ciary Committee, and adopted on ais 
motion. Mr. Michener of Michigan, 
who will be chairman of the sub- 
committee, said that a meeting wouid 
be held to map out a program of 
procedure as soon as the resolution 
was signed by the President. 

Mr. Dyer of Missouri, chairman of 
the subcommittee that is dealing with 
the case of Judge Francis A. Win- 
slow of New York, said the inves- 
tigation already was unaer way, but 
that no disclosures would be made 
concerning it until the House inves- 
tigators were ready to begin public 
hearings in New York, about the 
middle of the month. 

It is understood that experts have 
been engaged to prepare a list of 
witnesses, to assemble the evidence, 
and to make preparation in anticipa- 
tion of the New York hearings. 
These experts are now said to be at 
work in New York, and until they 
make a report the subcommittee wil! 
be unable to decide — a date for 
the beginning of the New York hear- 
ings, all of which will be public. 

Chairman Michener and Represen- 
tatives Kurtz of Pennsylvania and 
Moore of Ohio are Republicans. 
House leaders said that the failure of 
Mr. Weller to act on the subcommit- 
tee would not hold up the investiga- 
tion. They could not see any reason 
why a subcommittee composed of 
three Republicans and one Democrat 
should not go ahead with the inquiry, 
inasmuch as the question of politics 
did not enter into the charges made 
against Judge Moscowitz. As the

Memorandum to Public Ser- 
vice Commission. 


HOLDS BENEFITS PROVED 


Asserts Issues Differ From Those 
on Which Service Charge Was 
Denied to Union Company. 


The refusal of the Public Service 
Commission to permit the Brooklyn 
Union Gas Company to make a mini- 
mum rate charge for gas resulted 


yesterday in the filing with the com- 


mission of a supplemental] memoran- 
dum in behalf of the Brooklyn Bor- 


ough Gas Company, which has been 
making an initial charge of $1 for the 
first 200 cubic feet: of gas or less 
since Aug. 1, 1927. ‘Complaints of the 
charge came from consumers and 
civic associations. Hearings on com- 
plaints against the two companies 
closely paralleled each other. The 
commission has not yet acted on the 
borough company’s case, 

The memorandum was filed by Wil- 
liam L. Ransom, counsel for the com- 
pany. It seeks to prove that there is 
a decided difference between the con- 
tested issues of the two companies. 


|It asserts that the benefit from the 


new rate has been demonstrated. 
According to the memorandum, it 
has “enabled the inauguration of a 
low rate for industrial purposes and 
house heating and has resulted in a 
reduction of 5 cents per 1,000 cubic 
feet for all gas beyond the initial 
quantity.”’ 

It is explained that the user of gas 
for household purposes now gets it 
at 10% cents per 100 cubic feet, in- 
stead of 13 or 13% cents, and that 
for house heating and industrial pur- 
poses the cost is 8% cents. It is as- 
serted that the use of gas has been 
encouraged, which has helped to 
check the decrease in annual con- 
sumption per meter in the company’s 
territory, “which would soon have 
compelled a rate higher than 13 
cents.’’ Then the memorandum reads: 

“There is nothing conjectural, arbi- 
trary or hypothetical about the proofs 
which justify this company’s form of 
rate. At the time the new forms were 
filed the only alternative was an in- 
crease in the flat rate of $1.35 or 
$1.40. The commission carefully can- 
vassed this need for additional rev- 
enues at that time. The rate would 
have had to be increased if these 


| forms had not been inaugurated. 


“Over any substantial period the 
claimed effect of the new rate form 
in increasing the cost of gas to smaller 
users, in apartments and the like, is 
slight and tends to be temporary.”’

them for three hours on the sole 


assumption that nothing was in sight 
for them but complete victory and 
a return to power. 

The hopes expressed were as gilded 
as the ceiling of the Grand Hall of 
Connaught House in which the can- | 
didates gathered for luncheon to | 
mark the formal] beginning of the 
Liberal ‘‘revival.’’ hey were as 
jaunty as the jonquils, or yellow! 
daffodils, the national flower of 
Wales, which graced all the tables 
and the lapels of all candidates in 
honor of the fact that this is St. 
David’s Day and also as a compli- | 
ment to Mr. Lioyd George on his | 
first public appearance among his 
party followers for a long time. 

The primary purpose of the gather- 
ing was to convince the candidates 
themselves that they were not lead- 
ing a forlorn hope at the coming elec- 
tion despite the fact that they now 
have only about forty members in| 
the present House of Commons and | 
have been hopelessly beaten in all 
recent by-elections. 

Secondly, the candidates were there 
to get material and instructions from 
their chief as to how they might 
transmit their enthusiasm and ex- 
plain party issues at political meet- 
ings they must address throughout 
the country in the next two months’ 
campaign. 

Like an American Party Platform. 

In other words, Mr. Lloyd George’s | 
speech serves the same purpose as a 
Republican or Democratic party | 
platform in an American Presidential | 
campaign. More than that, on this 


occasion it bore a striking resem- | 
blance to those documents in the| 
United States and to the campaign | 
speeches of Messrs. Hoover and, 
Smith last year. | 

For example, Mr. Lloyd George 
tore the prosperity leaf boldly out of 
Mr. Hoover’s book, but using it in 
reverse to show what prosperity 
England might have had in the last 
five years had the Liberals instead 
of the Conservatives been in power. 
He even enumerated telephones and 
similar household conveniences as in- 
dices of prosperity, deploring that 
England under the Baldwin rule had 
far less of such things in proportion 
to population than America. 

Naturally, there is no place at such 
a meeting for any such suggestions 
and speculations as English poli- 
ticians of all parties are now pri- 
vately indulging in to the effect that 
none of the three parties will win a 
sufficiently large working majority 
in the Commons to enable it to carry 
on the government alone and that 
some form of combination will be 
necessary. 

There has been a = deal of that 
sort of talk among Liberals recently 
as their only hope of getting any sort 
of reinstatement or renewal of polit- 
ical strength at all.

The big applause of his speech 
came when he attacked the debt set- 
tlement with America in these words: 

“There was a foolish, reckless set- 
tlement of the American debt without 
waiting for an international settle- 
ment, which would have wiped out all 
debts and started the world afresh. 
That American settlement made 
squaring the world increasingly dif- 
ficult, and we are struggling with the 
consequences today.”’

With a 
great, sustained effort, backed by 
experience and driving power, this is 
a pledge which the Liberal party can 
redeem.’’ 

The Daily News says Mr. Lloyd 
George’s promise to end unemploy- 
ment is not an election stunt but a 
crystallization in dramatic, dynamic 
form of proposals of the Liberal 
party which have the merit of ar- 
resting simplicity. 

“It is a message of hope,’”’ says 
The News, ‘‘to hundreds of thou- 
sands of men and women enduring 
with courage the humiliation of un- 
employment.”’ 

The Daily Express waves aside Mr. 
Lloyd George’s promises as of less 
importance than the significance of 
the gathering at which those prom- 
ises were made. 

“It amounted to a demonstration,” 
says The Express, ‘“‘that liberalism is 
alive, intends to remain alive and is 
determined to fight at the coming 
general election in the spirit of a 
party that, while temporarily hard 
hit, regards itself as a permanent— 
it may even be a predominant—force 
in the national] public life.’’ 

The Times will comment edito- 
rially: 

“Mr. Lloyd George can hardly ex- 
pect that a speech so frankly a dig- 
ing with a trombone after elec- 
orally productive results should be 
taken too seriously. Upon his own 
showing it will cost $5,000,000 to em- 
ploy 5,000 men upon enlarging Eng- 
land’s transport system and he will 
have to find therefore about $1,100,- 
000,000 to fulfill his promise.

Full Text of Rothermere Message. 
Viscount Rothermere’s. dispatch 
read as follows: . 
NEW YORK, Friday. 
With much reluctance I turn 
aside from urgent business affairs 
here, to warn my fellow-country- 
men at home of the really serious 
danger of allowing the present in- 
creasing estrangement of Anglo- 
American relations to develop. 


In some inexplicable way the 
British Foreign Ofifce, under its 
present chief, has failed to grasp 
the paramount importance of what, 
after all, must be the basis of our 
foreign policy—the maintenance of 
a most cordial understanding be- 
ween ourselves and the United 
States. 

In its relations with America, 
blunder succeeded blunder. 
There was, first, the failure of the 
Geneva Naval Conference. If ever 
there was an opportunity to place 
the relationship of the two coun- 
tries on an enduring basis of friend- 
ship, it was the Geneva conference 
of 1927, summoned  { President 
Coolidge to bring about agreement 
for the further limitation of naval 
armaments. 

The failure of this conference 
bewildered the British public. Sir 
Austen Chamberlain’s only reply 
to the grave criticisms subse- 
quently leveled against his depart- 
ment for the ortunate outcome 
was that there had been a ‘‘want 
of preparation”’ on the part of the 
British Government for this all- 
important discussion. 


Deplores Pact With France. 


Instead of at once endeavoring 
to arrange a further conference 
the British Foreign Office entered 


into what was, in effect, a secret 

act with France, covering almost 
he identical ground that was set 
down for negotiation with America 
at Geneva. Was anything more 
likely to establish an atmosphere 
of distrust and mistrust between 
the governments of London and 
Washington? 

Not having succeeded in bring- 
ing about an agreement with our- 
selves, the United States Govern- 
ment immediately developed its 
program for an increased American 
navy. One of the last acts of 
President Coolidge’s tenure of of- 
fice has been to give his signature 
to the navy bill which provides 
for a notable increase in American 
naval armaments. 

Right up to the present time the 
bungling of the British Govern- 
ment has continued. The most re- 
cent example of it was the repu- 
diation by Sir Austen Chamberlain 
of the happy announcement made 
in-a speech by the British Ambas- 
sador in ashington that the 
British Government favored the 
holding of another naval confer- 
ence. 

We aren ow at a turning pointin 
onr relations with the United 
States, and I wish to indicate most 
clearly the course which I would 
~ the people of Britain to fol- 
ow. 


Foreign Policy and the Election. 


For the first time, for something 
like half a century, British foreign 
policy is going to play an impor- 
tant part in a general election. No 
one regrets it more than I do. For 
this the British public can lay the 
blame upon the present govern- 
ment. 

Now that the electorate has been 
aroused, it should insist upon an 
immediate clarification of our re- 
lations with the foreign power for 
which, above all, the people of 
Great Britain feel the profoundest 
regard and esteem and with whom 
ed have the closest possible blood 

ies. 

I make the suggestion that this 
government, even before it goes 
out of office, should approach the 
United States with a clear pro- 
nouncement that they are willing 
to discuss not only the relative 
sizes of the British and American 
fleets, but international maritime 
law in all its phases, including the 
questions of blockade and contra- 
band. 

I urge this the more apenety 
because, as Great Britain is situ- 
ated today. I believe that the pres- 
ent law of blockade, if applied in a 
war between ourselves and another 
naval power, might be extremely 
prejudicial, even perilous, to the 
people of our Islands, for it would 
entitle a naval power at war with 
us to cut off all our sources of 
overseas food supply. 


No Blockade on Neutral Food Ships. 


It should be the main principle 
of all future naval agreements 
that, in the vital interest of Great 
Britain herself, the blockade 
should not be applicable to food- 
stuffs carried in neutral bottoms, 
but that such food ships should 
have the right to discharge their 
cargoes at any port, whether sub- 
ject to blockade or not. 

Largely owing to the neglect by 
a succession of British Govern- 
ments of the primary duty of 
maintaining our national agricul- 
ture, Great Britain is today depen- 
dent to the extent of more than 
80 per cent of her requirements 
upon imported supplies. There is 
rarely enough food in our islands 
to feed the country for more than 
six weeks. At one period during 
the World War, there was grave 
danger that Great Britain would 
_ Saar into acceptance of de- 
eat. 

A very well-known admiral once 
remarked to me that if the Ger- 
man Admiralty, instead of compet- 
ing against other powers by build- 
ing monster warships, had divert- 
ed its naval expenditure to the 
building of submarines, and had 
been able at the outbreak of war 
to station three or four hundred of 
these vessels on all the trade- 
routes of the world, few British 
foodships could have escaped being 
torpedoed and a famine in Britain 
— have been the inevitable re- 
sult. 


Foresees Government Defeat. 


The extraordinary decline in the 
number of votes cast for the gov- 
ernment at recent by-elections in 
Britain has come as a surprise to 
many people. It is no surprise to 
me. I have always believed that, 


apart from other causes, the mis- 
giving and anxiety engendered by 
what looks like a gradual aliena- 
tion between Great Britain and 
the United States would prove to 
be a factor of increasing potency 
in Parliamentary elections. 

The government must expect to 
see a still further striking decline 
in thé number of their supporters 
if they go to the country in the 
next few weeks leaving Anglo- 
American relations in their present 
unsatisfactory state. 

I urge our government, even at 
this later than the eleventh hour, 
to make a complete transformation 
in its policy, and to prove to every 
right-thinking man and woman, 
notwithstanding its record to date, 
that its deliberate policy is to 
maintain and develop for whatever

Real Competition Held Impossible. 
It is the turn of Great Britain to 
propose a new conference. Such a 
step is dictated by the most ele- 
mentary common sense, for real 
competition in naval strength be- 
tween our country and America is 
economically impossible. 

The United States now has proba- 
bly more than half the wealth of 
the world, and this is increasing 
with unbelievable rapidity. War- 
ships today are more like floating 
factories than anything else. 

Quite lately I saw a plan drawn 
up by a naval engineer, which 
seemed to show that by the use of 
all kinds of mechanical devices 
and contrivances it would be pos- 
sible to reduce the personnel of 
war vessels by about 50 per cent. 
With some such scheme in opera- 


tion the manning difficulty of the 
American Navy would largely dis- 


appear. 
The British nation, as a whole, 
feels very grave concern at the in- 
jury which the narrow and short- 
sighted conduct of the present Gov- 
ernment has done to glo-Ameri- 
can relations in its handling of 
this grave naval question. 
Little enough time remains to 
remedy the foolish mistakes which 
have been committed, but the Con- 
servative rank and file are entitled 
to expect that before the govern- 
ment engages in the critical com- 
ing general election, it should have 
done what it can repair the 
blunders of its misguid Ameri- 
can policy.

PEACE PACT PAPERS 
TO BE FILED TODAY 


Eleven Nations Will Deposit 
Ratifications in Ceremony at 
State Department. 


DATE OF OPERATION WAITS 


Kellogg Now Doubts if All the 
Fifteen Powers Can Be Heard 
From by Monday.

WASHINGTON, March 1.—Ratifi- 
cations of eleven governments signa- 
tory to the multilateral anti-war 
treaty are to be deposited at the} 
State Department tomorrow by their |

mal act in the field of diplomacy of 
the Coolidge Administration. 

Apparently little hope is held that | 
the ratifications will be received 
from all of the fifteen signatory gov-

Dictatorship Adds New Penalties for 
Action Against Regime.

Train dispatching ex- 
clusively by telephone has been in 
operation on the New Haven road 
for more than two years, and ac- 
cording to H. A. Shepard, general 
superintendent of electrical transmis- 
sion and communication, has been 
found more efficient than any other 
method of train dispatching. 

The New Haven is one of the first 
railroads to make exclusive use of 
| the telephone for that purpose and

The telephone has proved to be 
much more flexible than the tele- 
graph for train dispatching, the rail- 
road officials state, and in many 
cases has made possible the length-

Contract Signed in London. 


Differences between the Soviet 
Government and British, Dutch and 
American oil interests were adjusted 
at conferences held in New York 
and .in which .executives of Ameri- 
can companies participated, Chair- 
man Saul G. Bron of the Amtorg 
Trading Corporation revealed yester- 
day in confirming reports from Mos- 
cow that the oil quarrel was defi- 
nitely at an end. e Amtorg Trad- 
ing von is the representative 
of the Soviet Naphtha Syndicate in 
the United States and also acts as 
purchasing agent for the Soviet Gov- 
ernment in this country.

Offi- 
eials of American oil companies with 
interests in Russia declined to com- 
ment on the peace agreement or the 
report that they had waived their 
claims for compensation. It was in- 
timated that the question of com- 
pensation was left o and is to 
be taken up in further negotiations. 

“The agreement,’’ Mr. Bron said, 
‘“‘was signed in London, Feb. 27, by 
the Russian Oil Products Company, 
representing in England the Naphtha 
Syndicate of the U. S. S. R., and the 
Anglo-American Company, acting for 
the oil combination (the Anglo-Per- 
sian Company, the Royal Dutch- 
;Shell Company and the Anglo- 
American Oil Company). 


America Played Big Role. 
“‘After the failure of the October 
negotiations in London, further pre- 
liminary negotiations were  con- 
ducted in New York City, where the 
principal questions were taken up 
and adjusted to the satisfaction of 


j all rties concerned. Our friends 
in erican oil circles took an im- 
portant part in these negotiations. 

“The principles on the basis of 
which the negotiations resulting in 
the present agreement were con- 
ducted were outlined in a letter writ- 
ten by me to a leading American oil 
man on Jan. 4. In this letter I 
stated: 

***Should the interested parties in 
London approach the “ROP” peo- 
ple in a reasonable and purely com- 
mercial way, eliminating all direct 
and indirect political issues from the 
discussion, I see no reason why they 
should not be able to reach an agree- 
ment.’ 

| “This shows that the question of 
compensation, which, of course, is 
of a political character, was not a 
factor in the negotiations.’’ 

One important effect of the agree- 
ment, from the viewpoint of the 
American oil nidustry, will be the 
resumption of trade relations be- 
tween the Soviet and other Ameri- 
can companies besides the Standard 
Oil Coupee of New York and the 
Vacuum Oil Company. These two 
companies have been dealing with 
the Soviets for more than three

More Peace Moves Likely. 


The other principal American oil 
companies have not been dealing 
with the Soviets, some of them be- 


cause they sympathized with the 
position of Sir Henri and others be- 
cause they were unable to negotiate 
satisfactory contracts. The Stand- 
ard Company of New York and the 
Vacuum Company, according to the 
complaints of some of their compet- 
itors, have had what amounted al- 
most to a monopoly on Russian oil 
purchases. 

The Standard of New Jersey has 
supported the Royal Dutch head in 
his fight against the Soviet. Walter 
C. Teagle, president of the Standard 
of New yoreey, publicly arrayed him- 
self on the e of the Royal Dutch 
and against the Soviet nearly two 
years ago. 

Now that the Royal Dutch has 
made peace with the Soviet, it is ex- 

ted by some that the Standard of 
ew Jersey will resume relations 
with the Soviet also. This company 
owns a majority stock interest in the 
Nobel Company,: a Russian enter- 
prise;. the rties of which were 
nationalize ong with the rest of 
the Russian oil industry. Through 
this interest the New Jersey com- 
pany holds the largest claim of any 
of the American companies against 
the Soviet. 

The claims of the other American 
oil com are relatively small 
but the exact amount has never been 
stated.

CONTRACT DISTURBS FRANCE. 


Russia Had Been Regarded as Alter- 
native Source of Supply. 
Special Cable to THe New York TIMES, 

PARIS, March 1.—The effervescence 
observed in the world oil situation 
since the beginning of the present 
year has been further accentuated by 
several new and important develop- 
ments which are now causing no 
small amount of concern to the gov- 


ernment of France and to the other 
non-oil producing countries of Conti- 
nental Europe. 

Notable among these is the report, 
emanating from Moscow, to the ef- 
fect that song nanding and bitter 
quarrel between the Anglo-American 
oil interests and the Russian Oil 
Products has been finally composed, 
lea’ the lion’s share of the Rus- 
sian oil output in the hands of the 
so-called Anglo-American trust and 
thereby garnering the last big inde- 
peotent oil source remaining in the 
world, 

Of equal interest are the Anglo- 
French differences over the construc- 
tion of a pipe line to bring the out- 
ow of the famous Mosul fields to a 

editerranean port and the attitude 
of the American oil group concernin 
the route which the projected rail 
way should take. 

Recent dispatches told of the rep- 
resentations made to the British For- 
eign Office by the French Govern- 
ment the purported British 
decision to run a pipe line through 
all-British territo to a Palestine 

rt rather than a shorter and 
ess expensive route leading into 
Syria and finally to a French-con- 
trolled Syrian port. In this decision, 
which e French believe has just 
been taken, British oil interests are 
alleged to have had the backing of 
the Americans. 


Discuss Mosul Pipe Line. 

The representations also had to do 
with the formation of the alleged 
Anglo-American oil trust following 
the settlement of differences between 


American and British oil companies. |! 


These agreements, accordi to the 
French, constitute a potential menace 
to France and other non-producers 
by concentrating 90 per cent. of the 
world’s oil supply in the hands of the 
Anglo-American trust. 

From an authoritative source the 
attitude of the American oil interests 
has been ascertained in regard to 
the Mosul pipe line. At a meetin 
held in London about the middle o 
December, representatives of Amer- 
ican oil companies participating in 
the Mosul field agreement went on 
record as being opposed to any deci- 
sion at that time. To select a route 
for a pipe line at the present mo- 
ment would, in the opinion of the 
Americans, be premature, as the sur- 
vey has not been completed and as 
the information is held to be in- 
sufficient. 

Another meeting was held in Lon- 
don yesterday, but from the same 
authorities it is learned the final de- 
cision is yet to be taken, although 
the British are pressing for all-British 
routes. While assuming the non-com- 
mittal attitude just described, the 
Americans are understood to admit 
the logic of the British contention 
that the route advanced by the 
French would pass through un- 
guarded territory part of the way, 
while the British line would be care- 
fully planned to provide a full meas- 
ure of armed protection. 

The star réle which the Mosul fields 

lay in French plans to rid the coun- 
ry of the alleged Anglo-American oil 
domination cannot be exaggerated. 
Experts have estimated that if France 


obtains her 23% per cent share of all! 


the oil she will eventually be assured 
of a sufficient supply to meet her 
entire needs, thus eliminating entire- 
ly the foreign companies. Anticipat- 
ing such a happy event, the French 
are already making plans for the nec- 
essary refineries at strategic points, 
such as Marseilles. 

It is to forestall such an eventu- 
ality, say the French, that the 
American and British oil concerns 
have but recently entered into a 
world-wide agreement to ‘‘protect 
their interests in the French and 
other non-producing markets’ and 
the first fruits of this agreement can 
be seen in the pipe line decision, it 
is declared. Representations similar 
to those just made in London will 
be made in Washington, it is stated, 
and, meanwhile, e French .are 
understood to be engaged in informal 
conversations with other non-produc- 
ing countries, including Spain, Italy 
and Germany, with a view to seeing 
what, if anything, can be done to 
check the Anglo-American combina- 
tion. In the opinion of most com 
tent observers little of an effective 
nature can be done, for in the final 
analysis all the proposed combative 
measures, including State monopolies 
and Russian oil, would still leave the 
non-producing nations dependent on 
Anglo-American concerns for the 
greater part of their oil require- 
ments. 


Blow to Non-Producers. 


And now to make matters worse 
for the non-producers has come the 
report of a Moscow settlement of the 
differences between the Anglo-Amer- 
ican companies and the Russian oil 
monopoly. Although Sir Henri Deter- 
ding’s denial of the Russian settle- 
ment might appear to discredit the 
Moscow account, French oil circles 
feel an eement is certainly im- 
pending with the Russians, who are 
anxious to tie up with the Anglo- 
American group. 

If such proves the case the non- 
producers’ bloc will be deprived of 
one of its chief weapons. There has 
always been a feeling here that if a 
showdown were to come with the 
Anglo-American companies which 
dominate this market the French 
might retaliate by buying the greater 
part of their needs from Russia, as 
Spain is doing at the present time 
under her newly created State 
monopoly. 

It will be recalled that France ob- 
tained her 23% per cent interest in 
the Mosul field as a result of the 
San Remo agreement. The Anglo- 
Persian and Royal Dutch Companies 
also obtained 23% per cent each and 
the American oil group an equal 
share with the French, with 5 per 
cent given to a naturalized British 
subject of Armenian’ birth, named 
Gulbenkian, who is credited with the 
oy re of the original combina- 

on. 

The Mosul field contains immense 
reserves of oil originally obtained 
by Germany in connection with the 
Bagdad Railway concession. The 
Allies confiscated the concession at 
the beginning of the war and after 
the Armistice obtained a new title 
from the Irak Government. Pro- 
tracted negotiations finally resulted 
in the division of interest among the 
allied and associated powers. 


Offers Soviet Welcome to British. 


MOSCOW, March 1 (#).—Maxim 
Litvinoff, Assistant Commissar of 
Forei Affairs, said today that he 
would welcome a projected visit to 
Russia by British industrialists and 
financiers. The Soviet Government, 
he declared, would furnish material 

to be useful to them in in- 
creasing British exports to the Union 
rae to the general .interchange of 
rade.

SUBMARINES LAUNCH | 
A SURPRISE ‘ATTACK’ 


Manoeavre Off Costa Rica—Ex- 
periment With Forcing Air Into 
Craft Under Sea Planned.

ABOARD THE U. S. SUBMARINE 
TENDER HOLLAND, Punta Arenas, 
Costa Rica, Feb. 28.—The 7,000 in- 
habitants of this Costa Rican port 
received a graphic picture of ultra- 
|} modern naval warfare this morning 
when squadrons of V and S type sub- 
marines of the United States Battle 
Fleet staged a surprise ‘‘attack’’ 
upon the tenders Holland and Ar- 
gonne as the latter craft, simulating 
division battle cruisers, headed to- 
ward harbor from the open sea. 

The secrecy with which the sub- 
marines took their positions and 
manoeuvred, and the many in- 
stances where. the theoretical launch- 
ing of torpedoes at short range was 
announced before the present ‘‘at- 
tack,’’ constituted a striking illus- 
tration of the perfection to which 
the science of underwater fighting 
has been carried by the American 
Navy. 

Besides a succession of tactical é¢x- 
ercises throughout the course of her 
3,000-mile voyage from Panama to 
California, many important tests 
and much interesting experimenta- 
tion are being undertaken. An ex- 
periment the results of which will 
be followed eagerly by submarine ex- 
perts in all parts of the world is 
planned to be carried out in the 
course of the next day or two with 
the S type craft. This has to do 
with the practical working value of 
forcing air into a subsurface vessel 
lying disabled at the bottom of the 
sea, 

The device to be employed has been 
developed and perfected by naval ex- 
perts from a suggestion originally

MRS. PRATT CRAVES 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN 


Urges in Valedictory That Body 
Cease to Be Subservient to 
Board of Estimate. 


PAYS TRIBUTE TO M’KEE 


Democrats and Republicans Join in 
Praising Her and Predicting 
Success in Congress. 


Ruth B. Pratt, the city’s first wo- 
man member of the Board of Alder- 
men and soon to be the first of her 
sex to represent a New York City 
district in Congress, delivered her 
resignation and her valedictory to 
the board yesterday. Expressing her 
appreciation of the courtesies from 
her fellow members and of the co- 
operation of newspaper men assigned 
to City Hall, she closed her address 
with the utterance of the hope that 
the board would some day rise to the 
dignity of a true legislative body and 
no longer be completely subservient 
to the rd of timate. 

Mrs. Pratt’s resignation was placed 
before the board early in its session. 
Aldermanic President McKee then 
turned the chair over to Mrs. Pratt 
after complimenting her on her use- 
ful service as a member of the board. 

“You leave this board with the 
respect of all its members,”’ he said. 
“You are the first woman to become 
a member of this board, the first 
to preside over its deliberations, the 
first to be elected to Congress from 
this city and the first alderman to 
become a grandmother.”’ 


Says Interest Will Continue. 


“Although I am leaving the board 
after three years of association with 
it,’?’ Mrs. Pratt replied, ‘‘I shall not 
lose my interest in its work nor my 


ambition for its future.’’ 

Mrs. Pratt told her associates that 
the Board of Aldermen, because it 
failed to use its full powers was now 
considered a body in which member- 
ship was ‘‘just another one of those 
political jobs and a pretty soft one 
at that.’’ The board’s history and 
tradition, she declared, justified the 
full use of the powers it now holds. 
These, she said, were the widest held 
by the board in the 275 years of its 
existence. 

“Without accrediting to myself too 
great a span of life,’’ she added, “‘l 
still hope to see the day when the 
Board of Aldermen will cease to be 
completely subservient to the Board 
of Estimate, to do only its bidding 
and the bidding of political organiza- 
tions, to cease going through rou- 
tine affairs in a perfunctory man- 
ner, but will really come into its own 
as a deliberative, legislative body of 
the highest order. 

In the closing sentences of her 
valedictory, Mrs. Pratt paid tribute 
to the ‘‘ability, courage, personal in- 
tegrity and high sense of honor in 
the administration of his office’’ dis- 
played by Aldermanic President 
McKee. 

“In recognition of these qualities,’’ 
she said, ‘‘one loses sight of partisan 
politics and pays a tribute to the 
man, and this I do to Judge McKee 
with all sincerity and with a certain 
sense of gratification with the last 
statement that I shall make as a 
member of this board, which I know, 
if put to a vote, would receive the 
unanimous endorsement of its mem- 


bers.’’ 
McGarey Praises Her Service. 


Alderman Francis D. McGarey of 
Brooklyn, temporary floor leader, re- 
plying to Mrs. Pratt, defended the 
record of the board and declared 


that its powers were not as broad 
as inferred by Mrs. Pratt, even un- 
der home rule. Mrs. Pratt, he said, 
retired with the board’s admiration 
of her qualities as ‘‘a good fighter”’ 
and a fair one. She had been true 
to the principles of the Republican 
party, he declared, and had demon- 
strated her ability as a practical 
politician and as one who “never 
everlooks a bet.’”’ He predicted a 
successful career for her in Con- 
gress. 

Other members of the board who 
spoke in praise of Mrs. Pratt were 
Frank J. Dotzler, minority _leader, 
and James A. Hatch, both Republi- 
cans. Aldermen Peter J. McGuin- 
ness of Greenpoint jokingly ex- 
pressed the hope that her speakiag 
time in Congress would be limited 
to fifteen minutes. 

“Them cold babies down there 
won’t let her talk two hours like she 
has done her,’ he said. ‘There 
won’t be the chance there that she 
has here in the Board of Aldermen, 
where men are men. Mrs. Pratt goes 
away with the the greatest affection 
of the board.”’ 

Mrs. Pratt’s resignation left Mrs. 
Ebba Winslow, KRepublican, of 
Queens, the only woman member of 
the board. Supreme Court Justice 
Philip J. McCook administered the 
oath of office to Joseph C. Baldwin 
of 156 East Seventy-ninth Street, who 
succeeds Mrs. Pratt.

Dr. Gettler Testifies at Murder

Emeline O. Harrington, actress, on 
Dec. 23, 1927, in her home at 617 
West 190th Street, told Judge Nott 
and the jury that blood stains were 
found or? the defendant’s vest, shirt 
and handkerchief.

Gettler testified that blood stains 
were on a hammer found with Edel’s 
shirt and handkerchief in a New Ha- 
ven hotel a few days after the kill- 


ing. 

When Edel was arrested in St. 
Paul, Minn., several weeks after the 
murder he said the blood stains on 


‘| his vest had come from a nosebleed, 


but admitted that he had attempted 
to remove the stains on the day that 
Mrs. Harrington was slain. 

Assistant District Attorney Mc- 
Donald, who is prosecuting Edel, re- 
called to bear out his contention that 
Edel never met Mrs. Harrington un- 
til he called at her home a few min- 
utes before the murder, May Flynn, 
10 years old, daughter of the former 
superintendent of the West 190th 
Street apartment house. The girl 
told of a trip with the actress two 
days before the murder to a near-by 
store, where Mrs. Harrington ordered 
the insertion of advertisements for 
the sale of her furniture. McDonald 
contends Edel came to the Harring-

IN LONG FILIBUSTER 


New York Senator With rm 
Checks Senate’s Business for 


Nine Hours. 
GETS RADIO BILL AMENDED 


Change Will End the Life of the 
Present Commission on 
Dec. 31. °

WASHINGTON, March 1.—After a 
filibuster of about nine hours against 
the bill to extend the life and author- 
ity of the Federal Radio Commission 
for another year, Senator Copeland 
of New York forced an amendment 
to the bill which was later passed 
without a record vote. 

As the bill was written it extended 
the life of.the commission until 
March 16, 1930. The compromise 
forced by Senator Copeland limited 
the date to December 31, 1929. 

The Copeland filibuster was tied in 
with another filibuster by Democrats 
and the Republican’ insurgents 
against confirmation of former Sen- 
ator Irvine L. Lenroot as a judge of 
the Court of Customs Appeals, 
Henry H. Glassie as a judge of the 
District of Columbia and Patrick M. 
Neff to succeed himself as a member 
of the Board of Mediation. The Dem- 
ocratic-Insurgent combination used 
the Copeland filibuster as a delay 
against bringing the nominations up 
for consideration. 

Because all Senate business was 
held up except for one small item, 


and because Monday noon will see 
the present Congress die, Senate 
leaders found it necessary to file a 
petition for cloture on the radio bill 
to stop the debate during a Sunday 
session if that were warranted. The 
petition was filed, in readiness to 
be voted upon Sunday if the situa- 
tion were not solved in the mean- 
time. After adoption of the petition 
by the Senate, no Senator could 
speak more than an hour. 

Passage of the radio bill was de- 
layed for a time tonight by what 
promised to be still another filibuster 
over the Edge resolution to authorize 
a survey for a Nicaraguan canal. 
But when a conference report came 
to the Senate on the matter Senator 
Dill objected to its consideration. 

He ceased his opposition after a 
while, possibly because to talk 
longer would jeopardize the radio 
bill, in which he is deeply interested. 

Senator Copeland took the floor to 
discuss a small bill, soon after the 
Senate met at 11 A. M. When this 
bill was disposed of, he gained rec- 
ognition and spoke continuously for 
about four hours, until relieved by

SALE OF CITY TRUST

CHICAGO, March 1.—Seven charges 
of murder were made tonight against 
Jack McGurn, alleged head of Al- 
phonse (‘Scarface Al’’) Capdne’s 
crew of underworld machine gun- 
ners, and Rocco Fanelli of alleged 
West Side vice and political affilia- 
tions. , 

Each charge involved one of the 
deaths of George (‘‘Bugs’”’) Moran’s 
gen who were shot down in their 

[) Clark Street rendezvous on 
St. Valentine’s Day. 

Miss Louise Rolfe, a companion of 
McGurn during his two weeks of 
hiding in a palatial suite at the Hotel 
Stevens, was ordered re on the 
posting of $1,400 bonds. 

Michael Favis, who with Samuel 
Laverde was held to be an accessory 
after the murders, obtained his free- 
dom on seven bonds of $3,000 each, 
but Laverde remained in custody. 
These two Northwest Side ters, 
with McGurn, Fanelli and Miss Rolfe, 
constituted the entire round-up since 
the killings, but Deputy Commissioner 
John Stege named fifteen other men 
as being ‘wanted’? in connection 
with the crime.

‘Word from Florida today was 
that Capone was seeking a way to 
avoid responding to a subpoena to 
appear in Chicago March 12 and sub- 
mit to questioning by the Federal 
grand jury. 

It was conceded here that after

about liquor gang operations here, 
the State authorities would question 
him regarding the seven murders. 

Capone was quoted as saying today 
that he did not want to be questioned 
about murders, ‘‘as I am out of the 
racket in Chicago.”’

Reserve banks. 

The report states that where indi- 
viduai banks have been guilty of 
abuse of Reserve bank facilities the 
Federal Reserve. authorities have 
taken up the matter with officers of 


the offending banks and have made} 


clear to them that their reserve po- 
sition should be adjusted by liquidat- 
ing a part of their loan or invest- 
ment account, rather than through 
borrowing. Abuses of the privileges 
of the Federal Reserve System have 
not been general among the member 
banks. 

“In a period like the present, when 
the gold reserves of the country have 
been diminished by more than 10 
per cent through gold exports, while 
member bank credit has continued 
to expand, it is appropriate to define 
the character and extent of the Fed- 
eral Reserve System’s responsibility 
for changes in credit conditions,’’ 
the report goes on. ‘‘The Federal 
Reserve System is under obligation 
to make such use of its own lend- 
ing power as will be, in the broadest 
sense, in the interests of the business 
of the country.

‘Influence exerted by a Reserve 
bank on the loan and investment 
policy of an individual member bank 
is ordinarily exercised only over 
banks that are borrowers from the 
Reserve banks, It is in the nature 
of banking supervision and is akin 
in many respects to the bank exami- 
nation function of the Reserve Sys- 
tem. This phase of Reserve bank 
policy may be called banking policy, 
as distinguished from credit policy, 
which deals with more general de- 
velopments of banking in relation to 
the credit needs of the country. 

“Credit policy is essentially imper- 
sonal and finds expression chiefly 
through the influence that the Fed- 
eserve System may exert on 
| the volume and cost of bank credit 
through its policy of sales or pur- 
chases in e open market and 
through discount rates on member 
bank borrowings and buying rates 
on acceptances. In determining upon 
credit policy, the Federal Reserve 
System is always under the necessity 
of balancing the advantages and dis- 
| advantages that are likely to follow 
a given course of action. 

‘“‘Low money rates may have a fa- 
vorable. effect on domestic busi- 
ness, but at the same time may 
| stimulate speculation in securities, 
commodities or real estate. High 
money rates, on the other hand, may 
exert a moderating influence on 
speculation, but at the same time 
may result in’ a higher cost of credit 
to all lines of business and thus. be 
| detremental to commerce and indus- 
try; ultimately they may draw gold 
from abroad, which would tend to 
ease the domestic situation. 

‘-“Tt is impossible to foresee all the 
| effects of a credit policy and diffi- 
| cult to appraise them even after they 
have developed. It is certain, how- 
ever, that the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem must steér its course with ref- 
| erence to broader developments than 
and longer time objectives than day- 


to-day or month-to-month changes}

Special Cable to Tue New Yor« TimMgs, 
BRUSSELS, March 1.—A new sen- 
sation developed in the affair of the 
Franco-Belgian ‘‘secret treaty’’ to-

clared in a dispatch that the Dutch 
and Belgian Governments both were 
aware in advance of the revelations 
the Utrecht Dagblad intended to 
make. 

The German Minister to Brussels, 
says the correspondent, not only de- 
manded explanations from Paul 
Hymans, the Belgian Foreign Min- 
ister yesterday in the name of the 
German Government but also ‘‘in the 
interest of the whole world which 
trusts in the recently signed peace 
compacts.”’ 

The Dutch Minister wanted to 
know, it is said, whether, in event 
of a hostile Russo-German combina- 
tion, the French and Belgian armies 
would violate the neutrality of Hol- 
land. 

A Belgian Telegraphic Agency dis- 
atch from Amsterdam says the 

trécht Dagblad published last night 
the complete minutes of meetings of 
the French and Belgian general 
staffs in Brussels from Sept. 7 to 12, 
1927, and reported that this text was 
apreoned and signed by the heads 
of delegations as well as the Belgian 
War Minister. The Dagblad’s edi- 
tor further announced that he pos- 
sesses the entire text of the treat 
drawn up at these meeti , whic 
was used as the basis for the origi- 
nal revelations. 


Proof on Railways Demanded. 


The Dutch papers are reported to 
be demanding proof that the 
strategic rail lines for transporting 
armies and munitions toward the 
Dutch frontier, as called for in the 
“secret treaty’’ are not already buiit. 

The Antwerp paper Volksgazet, re- 
flecting Flemish opinion, calls on the 
Belgian Government to denounce the 
treaty, saying that otherwise ‘‘dis- 
trust will be raised and the public’s 
horror of secret diplomacy will not 
be dissipated. If the Franco-Belgian 
Military Convention was necessary 
in 1920 because of political uncer- 
tainty, then it is less acceptable to- 
day after Locarno and the signing 
of the Kellogg pact.’’

‘ARE BEST IN WORLD 


serts No Craft There Can Ap- 
proach New American Types. 


PREDICTS TURN TO METAL 


Transports in Two Years Will Be 
Buiit to Carry 100 Persons, 
Ford Executive Declares. 


“The general belief that European 
developments in air transportation 
are ahead of those in America is a 
fallacy,’’ declared William B. Stout, 
head of the airplane division of the 
Ford Motor Company, yesterday at 
the Hotel Pennsylvania, havin wos 
turned from a study of the Continen- 
tal air lines of Europe. 

“American engineers,”” he said, 
“have produced planes and motors 
which set the standards abroad. In 
ene and idealistic schemes 
the ropeans lead, but for the prac- 
tical development of those ideas they 
look to us for the solution of prob- 
lems which require not only money 
but perfected methods of production 
and management. Europe to date 
has produced no plane or motor 
which can approach the standards 
of performance shown by the recent 
achievements of American aircraft. 

“The airplane of the future will 
undoubtedly be entirely different 
from those of the present. I do not 
think that the transport of two 
years hence will even look like the 
ones of today. Manufacturers will 
almost universally turn to metal as 
the strongest and cheapest material 
of construction. The flimsy plane 
of today will disappear as soon as 
present inventories are utilized. In 
place of the transport which we now 
re as the acme of perfec- 
tion, which carrtes twenty passen- 
gers, planes with capacities up to 100 

rush passengers across the 
country at unheard-of speeds. HEven 
the small plane will be of metal, by 
virtue of the cheapmess and perma- 
nence of construction. 

‘‘Adequate landing gear will be the 
next step in the development of the 
larger type plane. Even now it is 
—— to build seaplanes to carry 

00 people with baggage. The land 
plane, wever, has not been de- 
veloped so far because of the weak- 
nesses of present under-carriages, 
which cannot withstafid the shocks 
of landing at high oo Another 
landing gear will be developed which 
will enable planes to land in soft 
mud. Just how that will be accom- 

lished I can’t say, but it will have 

o come before tnese figantic trans- 
ports can operate wi any degree 
of efficiency, because bad weather 
conditions forbid tandings, except on 
hard runways, by the heavier 
planes. 

“New York, the leading industrial 
centre of the world, will be the last 
American city to be fully developed 
in the scheme of air transportation. 
The process of educating so large 
and cosmopolitan a population is a 
difficult and long task and will re- 
quire years. 

“Climatic and geographical condi- 
tions will play a part in the retard- 
ing of aeronautical progress in New 
York. A woeful lack of landing 
fields and the distance of the air- 
ports from the business centre are 
among the Wig aegrey drawbacks at 
present. As far as the seaplane is 
concerned, New York will never be 
an all-year terminal, for the ice in 
the waters in cold weather will stave 
in the bottoms of boats or wipe off 
the pontoons from seaplanes. Balti- 
more, Philadelphia, or some other 
coastal city further south, will even- 
tually become the seaplane base of 
the nation.’’

Governor Charges Here That 
‘Hidden Power’ in Republican 
Party Stifles Measures. 


DEFIANT ON PENSION PLAN 


He Teils Consumers League He May 
Name His Own Board and Seek 
the Funds Here. 


Governor Roosevelt, ina speech 
here yesterday reiterating. his chal- 
lenge to the Republican leaders on 
the legislative commissions issue, 
charged that ‘‘some hidden power’’ 
behind the majority at Albany had 
brought about defeat of important 
labor and welfare bills. 

Addressing the gathering at a 
luncheon of the Consumers League 
of New York at the Hotel Commo- 
dore, the Governor defied the Re- 
publican majority of the Legislature 
to name its own commission to study 
the question of old-age relief, assert- 
ing that he would make no ‘‘trade or 
dicker’’ in his plan for an expert 
committee. If the Legislature foisted 
a political committee on him, the 
Governor declared, he would say 
“God bless you; take a trip to 
Europe if you wish,’’ and would then 
name his own advisory commission 
of college professors, economists, so- 
cial workers, labor leaders and in- 
surance experts. 

“Tf LI appoint an advisory commit- 
tee,’’ he said, ‘‘I will have no money 
to pay them, but I am sure that if 
I have to do that, and I am within 
my constitutional right in so doing, 
I will be able to raise enough money 
in New York City to pay the ex- 
penses of the committee.”’

It was not so long ago 
that a boy from the city came to 
Dutchess County and was sitting on 
the front seat of a wagon, and a jack 
rabbit ran across the road. ‘Is that 
a baby kangaroo?’ he asked. 

‘“‘Today, more and more city dwell- 
ers are getting opportunity to go to 
the country in the Summer time. 
We are being knit into a much closer 
whole. 

“Our road system today is better 
than that of any other State in the 
Union. Our good automobiles, the 
result of competition, and our good 
roads enable us to get out into the 
country. It is a fine thing. 

“This morning I was te ager to the 
Governor of New Jersey. e told 
me that New Jersey is planning for 
a $200,000,000 expansion of highway 
improvement. This will open up to 
the people of New York all of the 
seaside resorts and other fine towns 
of New Jersey for purposes of recrea- 
tion.

A forty-seven-story office building 
is to be erected in Wall Street next 
to the United States Sub-Treasury 
and the Assay Office, according to 
plans filed with the Manhattan 
Bureau of Buildings yesterday.

Machado Gives Reassurance. 


HAVANA, March 1 (#).—While 
Cuban Government leaders declared 
today that a plot against the life of 
President Machado had been frus- 
trated by drastic police action, those 
accused continued to insist that the 
charges against them were purest 
fantasy. 

In a statement to the press Presi- 
dent Machado said: 

“There is now no cause for alarm, 
and there will be no cause for alarm, 
because public reaction, which is 
thoroughly in accord with my gov- 
ernment, guarantees the peace of the 
country.’’ 

Colonel Alfonso Fors, Chief of the 
Cuban Secret Service, filed briefs 
against the arrested men in the Au- 
dencia Court of Havana. He told re- 
porters that the briefs were accom- 
poms by documentary evidence of 
he guilt of those held in inciting re- 
bellion through seditious attacks on 
the Machado Government. 


Discussing reports of the alleged 
plot to overthrow the present Cuban 
Government and to assassinate Pres- 
ident Machado, Mario Del Pino, Act- 
ing Consul General of Cuba in this 
city, denied last night the charges of 
Octavio Seigle, founder of the Cuban 
Nationalist party, and a _ resident 
here, that numerous assassinations, 
imprisonments, deportations and ex- 
iles have taken place in Cuba in an 
effort to quell political opposition to 
the ruling group. 

The Cuban Consul General called 
the report that warrants have been 
issued for seventy-three prominent 
Cubans, including ten residents of 
the United States, ‘‘ridiculous’’ and 
without any foundation in fact. He 
said that to the best of his knowl- 
edge, Octavio Seigle, whose name 
was given as one of those for whom 
warrants have been issued, and every 
other Cuban living in this country, 
is ‘‘absolutely free’’ to go wherever 
he pleases and to do whatever he 
pleases ‘“‘as long as he obeys the 
American laws.”’ 

The Cuban Consul General charac- 
terized the charges of maladminis- 
tration against President Machado 
as “soap bubbles born of political 
enmities.”’ Pointing to shipping 
documents on his desk, he said that 
eleven ships had cleared yesterday 
for Cuba ‘‘which is the best sign 
that all is quiet and peaceful and 
prosperous in Cuba.’”’

L. P. Stryker Served Under District 
Attorney Whitman. 


Francis Gordon Caffey and Lloyd 
Paul Stryker said yesterday that they 
had received word that President 
Coolidge had nominated them as two 
new additional Federal judges for 
the Southern District of New York. 

Mr. Caffey was born in 1868 in 
Gordonsville, Ala., and was gradu- 
ated from Howard College, Marion, 
Ala. He received his master’s degree 
from Harvard and was graduated 
from Harvard Law School in 1894. 
After practicing in Montgomery, 
Ala., for several years he came to 
| New York. During the Spanish- 
American War he served as Lieuten- 
ant Colonel of.the Third Alabama 
Volunteer Infantry. In 1917 Presi- 
ldent Wilson named him as United 
States Attorney for the Southern 
District of New York, a post he 

held for four years. 

Upon his retirement into civil life 
| in 1921 he urged the necessity of hav-

| district, and his present nomination 

to that position may be considered in 
part the result of his own efforts. 
|He has acted as receiver for the

IN 2D BY M’LARNIN 


Pacific Coast Boxer Floors His 
Rival Twice Before Landing 
Knockout Punches. 


20,000 FANS SEE BATTLE 


Wallace Halts Pilkington in. 10th of 
Garden Semi-Final—Loayza 
Outpoints Tenorio. 


Jimmy McLarnin knocked out Joe 
Glick of Brooklyn in 1 minute and 
37 seconds of the second round of the 
scheduled ten-round feature bout at 
Madison Square Garden last night. 
A crowd of 20,000 spectators saw the 
cherubic Californian pummel his 
rival to the canvas under a terrific 
two-fisted attack. 

McLarnin floored Glick twice in 
the second session before he put him 
down for the full count. A hard left 
to the head, followed by a jolting 
right caused Giick’s downfall. This 
was the third meeting between the 
pair. 

In 1926, when Glick and McLarnin 
were campaigning as featherweights, 


the Californian won a decision over ! 
in ten | 


the Williamsburg battler 
rounds. Six weeks ago at Madison 
Square Garden they met in a ten- 
rounder with the weight limit set at 
138 pounds, McLarnin again earning 
the decision. 


Glick Suffers Third Knockout. 


This was the third knockout sus- 
tained by Glick in his career and his 
first as a lightweight. He was 
stopped by Bobby Garcia in 1925 and 
by Honeyboy Finnegan in 1926. 

Glick rushed McLarnin in the lat- 
ter’s corner as the starting gong 
sounded and sank two hard lefts into 
the Jrishman’s mid-section. Mc- 
Larnin boxed cautiously, holding his 
hands high and ailowing Glick to 
take the lead. 

Glick pumped a hard left to Mc- 
Larnin’s head and followed with a 
series of lefts and rights to the body. 
Then Mci.arnin showed his hand. 
He brought over a vicious left hook 
to the jaw which sent Glick half 
Way across the ring. McLarnin 
seemed in no hurry and slowly drew 
up on Glick, lashing him with several 
lefts and rights before the session 
ended. 

Glick came out fast at the start of 
the second round. He jolted Mc- 
Larin with a left hook, but the latter 
smothered the attack by pounding 
away at Glick’s body. McLarnin 
ripped a heavy right to Glick’s mid- 
section and followed with a savage 
left to the latter’s nose, sending 
Glick down for a count of eight. 

Glick was groggy when he arose 
and sought to fall into a clinch. 
McLarin backed awa‘, however, and 
as his foe advancx! brought over 
another left hook to the jaw. Glick 
went down for a count of nine and 
arose tottering. 

McLarnin waited for an opening 
and then brought over a left and 
right that sent Glick down for the 
count. 

McLarin weighed 140% and Glick 
136%. 

Wallace Stops Pilkington. 

In the semi-final, Billy Wallace of 
Cleveland knocked out Jackie Pilk- 
ington of Harlem in one minute and 
fourteen seconds of the tenth round. 
The fight was fiercely waged, each 


boxer depending largely on long 
rights to the head. 

Wallace gainea a lead from the 
fourth round on despite Pilkington's 
willingness to exchange. The end 
came suddenly, Wallace whipping 
over a hard right that floored Pilk- 
ington for the count. Pilkington 
weighed 134% pounds, Wallace 133%. 

Pilkington outboxed Wallace in the 
first round, making good use of a 
stiff left that served to keep his 
Tival on the defense. The Harlem 
boxer continued to poke away with 
his left in the second, but toward 
the end of the session Wallace jolted 
Pilkington with a hard right to the 
body. 

Wallace carried the fight in the 
third round and reached his oppo- 
nent with a number of overhand 
right swings. They traded rights in 
the next session, but little damage 
was done. In the fifth, Wallace 
landed frequently with his right 
and forced Pilkington to assume the 
defensive. 

Action lagged in the sixth, Pilking- 
ton seeking to hold often. He rushed 
from his corner in the next frame 
and engaged in a furious toe-to-toe 
struggle. In the eighth the Harlem 
battler made good use of a long ieft 
to set Wallace back. Wallace spurted 
in the ninth and exchanged lefts and 
rights at close quarters. 

Wallace centred a furious attack 
on Pilkington’s body at the start of 
the final session and was warned 
once by Referee Arthur Donovan for 
hitting low. 

Pilkington showed his willingness 
to continue, however, and the bout 
went on. Wallace shot over a swift 
overhand right that sent Pilkington 
to the canvas, after 1:14 of the 
round. 

This was Wallace’s second victory 
over Pilkington. He outpointed the 
Harlem boxer last December. 


Loayza Outpoints Tenorio. 


Stanislaus Loayza of Chile defeat- 
ed Lope Tenorio, Filipino, in the 
first ten-rounder. Loayza carried the 


fight from the start and despite his 
rival’s efforts to keep him away in 
the early rounds, he scored handily. 
Loayza weighed 138 pounds, his op- 
ponent 141. 

Tenorio kept Loayza at a safe dis- 
tance with a straight left in the open- 
ing session but Loayza succeeded in 
getting to close quarters in the sec- 
ond and pounded the Filipino’s mid- 
section with short rights. They 
swapped lefts in the third with Loay- 
za scoring to the head and Tenorio 
to the body. 

The Chilean shook his rival with 
several hard rights in the fourth and 
started the fifth by subjecting Teno- 
rio to a heavy body attack. Tenorio 
rallied toward the close of the round. 
Tenorio used his left to advantage 
in the sixth. In the seventh, Loayza 
bored in and sent a number of lefts 
and rights to Tenorio’s midsection. 

Tenorio was visibly weakened in 
the eighth under a storm of hea 
rights to the head but came bac 
4g the ninth, forcing Loayza to re- 
eat under a hard body attack.

By his victory, Loayza evened an 
old score with Tenorio who knocked 
out Loayza in Detroit last Fall.

| Boston heavyweight, left-jabbed his 


way to a clean-cut ten-round decision 
over Tom Heeney of New Zealand 
before a crowd of more than 18,000 
in the Boston Garden tonight. Ex- 
cept for the third and fourth rounds, 
which Heeney took with his bull-like 
attack, and the fifth, which was 
even, Maloney was in the ascend- 
ancy. Heeney weighed 207% pounds 
and Maloney 197. 

Maloney apparently learned his les- 
son from the knockout Heeney ad- 
ministered the last time they met, 
for he used his greater speed and 
shiftiness to advantage, kept his rival 
at a distance and contented himself 
with pecking away at his opponent's 
face and head with his stiff left jab. 

Heeney was a sorry-looking spec- 
tacle when Referee Joe O’Connor 
raised the victor’s hand after the 
final bell. The Maloney jabs had 
opened cuts under his left eye and 
on his mouth, and he was in rather 
bad shape. ¢ 

Heeney tried his best to make use 
of his weight advantage of ten and 
a half pounds and absorbed plenty 
of punishment in his effort to get 
over his devastating hook. He had 
Maloney worried in the third and 
fourth rounds, but the Boston fighter 
dodged and covered up and then got 
his left jab flashing about Heeney’s 
head again.

BARBUT! REPLIES 
TO A. A. U. ON BAN 


By Letter Denies Statements on 
Which Suspension Was Based, 
but Reiterates Others. 


REINSTATEMENT IS HINTED 


Deignan Says if Injustice Has Been 
Done Runner It Will Be Righted 
—A. A. U. to Reply Today.

The probability of Ray Barbuti, 
Olympic champion, being reinstated 
as promptly as he had been sus- 
pended, loomed last night following 
a sharp letter from Barbuti to Chair- 
man J. J. Deignan of the A, A. U. 
Registration Committee and the ad- 
mission by that official that he may 
have overstepped in suspending Bar- 
buti Thursday night following the 
publication of a story in an after- 
noon newspaper. 

When suspended, Barbuti was 
called upon to “prove or retract’ 
statements made in the newspaper 
article, and in his letter admitted 
and reiterated certain of the state- 
ments and denied others. 

Deignan acknowledged over the 
telephone last night that the state- 
ments which Barbuti denied making 
were those which caused his suspen- 
sion. He said that he would take 
up Barbuti’s letter this morning and 
reply to it and would be prompt to 
rectify any error if an injustice had 
been done. 


Text of Barbuti’s Letter. 


Barbuti’s letter addressed to Deig- 
nan follows: 
Inwood, L. I. 
March 1, 1929. 
Mr. John J. Deignan, Chairman, 
Metropolitan A. A, U. Registration 
Committee, 
283 Broadway, New York, N. Y. 
Dear Mr, Deignan: 
I acknowledge your telegram re- 
ceived late last night as follows: 
‘You are hereby suspended from 
amateur competition until such 
time as you prove or retract the 
statements attributed to you in to- 
night’s Evening Telegram.”’ 
view of the obvious inaccura- 
cies of the direct quotation attrib- 
uted to me in that article, I feel 
that your telegram might have been 
withheld from the press until such 
time as you could have inquired 
whether or not the statements pub- 
lished were made by me, It is be- 
cause I have always been taught 
and followed the principles of good 
sportsmanship that I reply to your 
telegram and not because I fear 
the suspension you have imposed 
revious to giving me a hearing. 
ince the newspapers were in pos- 
session of the contents of your tele- 
gram long before it reached me, I 
am followi the same course and 
making public my letter to you. 
With but few exceptions every 
Amateur Athletic Union official I 
have met has become friendly to 
me and I to him and at no time 
did I say that ‘I’m through with 
that gang of fourflushers forever.”’ 
I did not say that ‘“‘I and other 
athletes have been lining the pock- 
ets of the A. A. U. and its affili- 
ated clubs for years.’’ I did not 
deride the A. A. U. as an amateur 
organization nor in any other way. 
I did say, and I repeat now, that 
it was unfair for the A. A. U, to 
place me under suspension for non- 
appearance in the A. C 
games when I never signed an en- 
try blank for those games. I did 
say and I repeat now that certain 
athletes received more than their 
expenses and that this is known to 
a certain A. A. U. official. It is 
also known to mariy college and 
club coaches and educators and to 
many newspaper men. I am not a 
talebearer and will make no affi- 
davits involving any one else in 
trouble. The A. A. U. should be 
well able to clean its own house 
without taking my time from a 
business which I am striving to 
build up less than a year out of 
college. I did say and I repeat 
that the A. A. U. and its clubs 
do not get my business for me, and 
I was annoyed, and I am now, 
because of the trouble and incon- 
venience imposed upon me to come 
to A. A. U. headquarters to be in- 
vestigated when entirely innocent 
of any wrongdoing. 
For your information several of 
the athletes whom you have sus- 
ended because they did not come 
o the A. U. headquarters to 
answer charges were present and 
I saw them there. The long delay 
of your committee in getting to 
their cases caused them to leave 
for supper and this is why they 
were absent when you called for 
them. Several of these men had 
been working all day and were 
vouchsafed no explanation as to 
when their cases might be called. 
So they went out to eat. 
If there are any other points in 
the article referred to about which 
ou wish information, please let me

Chairman Deignan Surprised. 


As Chairman Deignan had not yet 
received the letter, it was read to 


him, and he said: 

“T am surprised to learn of the in- 
accuracies of the interview as ex- 
plained by Burbuti, The charges 
which Barbuti denies in his letter are 
those which caused the registration 
committee to act, and no one is more 
pleased than I if it is possible to 
clear Barbuti. 

“T had always known Barbuti to 
be a fine fellow and I did not hear 
him say the things attributed to him. 
However, partial confirmation caused 
us to act, and if an injustice has 
been done or I have overstepped, we 
will be quick to rectify it. I shall

IAMI, Fla., March 1.—The racing supporters in 
the flowery State are well satisfied with the way 
things have gone at Hialeah Park this season. 
They look for no change in legislation within the next 
year, but they are satisfied that the turf sport can 
thrive here without the return of the mutuel machines. 
The important thing this season was for the racing 
promoters to prove that they could start a meet and 
go through with it. While there was doubt on that 
important point, owners and trainers of thoroughbreds 
hung back or shipped their horses to other sectors. 

Once the meet here was well under way, more and 
better horses began to come in. Several owners who 
shipped their strings to Havana brought them back to 
Hialeah when it became evident that the meet was 
going to be a success. 

There are between 600 and 700 thoroughbreds stabled 
at the Hialeah track now, which is about half capacity. 
President Joseph Smoot of the Miami Jockey Club ex- 
pects to have all stables tenanted ne=t year. They 
are running only six races now, but it is planned to 
return to the seven-race program next season. 

There’s no doubt that the presence of the racing 
crowd helped to put Miami back on its feet, and the 
business men of this city, headed by Mayor E. G. 
Sewell, are determined to give every aid to the turf 
sport of Hialeah Park. 


Help From Another Quarter. 

Several turfmen who came over to Miami from New 
Orleans say that the racing here next year may profit 
by the threatened closing of the tracks at New Orleans 
and in Louisiana generally. 

The story they tell is that the backers of racing in 
Louisiana took a running dive into politics in the last

HAIL CENTENARY 
OF SCHURZ TODAY 


1,100 Sign Memorial on Editor, 
Diplomat and Soldier Which 
Reviews His Career . 


MEETING SET FOR MARCH 21 


Services Also Are to Be Held This 
Afternoon at Monument on 
Morningside Drive. 


A memorial addressed to the citi- 
zens of New York on the one hun- 
dredth anniversary of the birth of 
Carl Schurz, editor, diplomat and 
soldier, whose monument stands on 
Morningside Drive, was made public 
yesterday by the Carl Schurz Cen- 
tennial Committee, of which George 
McAneny is chairman. The me- 
morial bears the signatures of more 
than 1,100 men and women promi- 
nent as educators, philanthropists 
and leaders in commerce and in- 
dustry. 

The committee has arranged a 
small meeting to be held this after- 
noon at the Carl Schurz monument, | 
but the occasion will be observed 
more generally on March 21 in Car- 
negie Hall. 

Text of the Memorial. 


The memorial follows: 

On March 2, 1829, Carl Schurz, 
destined to stand in history as one 
of the greatest of American citi- 


zens, was born in a village of the 
Rhineland. His one hundredth 
birthday will be marked by many 
tributes of reverence and affection, 
both in the United States and in 
Germany. 

It is peculiarly fitting that the 
city of New York, which for a 
quarter of a century was his home, 
and where in May of 1906 he died, 
should join in this demonstration, 
and that the people of the city 
should at this time recall the char- 
acter and the greatness of his ser- | 
vice, not only to the cause of ccn- 
stitutional liberty throughout the 
world, but to the American Re- 
public and to themselves. 

When the Revolutionary move- 
ment of 1848 broke over Europe, 
Schurz appeared as a knight-like 
leader of the younger liberal ele- 
ment in Germany. The principles 
then declared were to find their 
gradual realization through the 
years to follow, and their broad 
fruition in our own time. Their 
rejection at the moment, howeve: 
and the rejection of the men whvu 
contended for them worked for the 
enrichment of America. A -host of 
men and women of splendid stock 
sought here the freedom and the 
opportunity they had been denied 
at home, and among these Schurz 
was and continued to be the fore- 
most. 








Came Here in 1852. 


Coming to America in 1852, he 
promptly allied himself with those 
contending here for broader human 
liberty and more liberal institu- 
tions. Mastering our language with 
incredible rapidity and acquainting 
himself with the infinite variety of 
our affairs, he became within four 


years a leader among our leaders, 
a candidate for the Lieutenant 
Governorship in the State of Wis- 
consin, where he had settled, and 
in 1860 the political aide and mili- 
tant supporter of Lincoln, who held 
him in affectionate friendship. His 
career from the election of Lincoln 
antil its close, nearly half a cen- 
tury later, covered a breadth and 
variety of public service scarcely 
equaled in our history. 

In 1861, at 32, he was appointed 
Minister to Spain, serving through 
a trying diplomatic period, until, 
upon his earnest plea a year later, 
he was relieved from duty abroad 
and joined the Federal Army, soon 
to be commissioned as Major Gen- 
eral. Passing through various cam- 
paigns, at Gettysburg he rose to 
the command of the Eleventh Army 
Corps and wrote his name endur- 
ingly in military history. 

In 1865 President Johnson sent 
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him as his special commissioner 


to investigate the post-war condi 
tions in the Southern States.

Later in the period of reconstruc- 
tion he was to be one of the first 
to demand the granting of definite

In 1869 he was elected to the 
United States Senate from the 
State of Missouri, where after the 
war he had made his home, and 
where he had become part pro- 


prietor. of an_ influential 


paper.

In the Senate Chamber he 


promptly won recognition as one 
of the readiest and most convinc- 
ing debaters of his time, standing 
as the champion of every progres- 
sive cause or policy, and becoming 
the natural leader of the new Lib- 


eral.-Republican party, which in 
1872 was to name an oppositon 
candidate for the Presidency, and 
prepare the way for a still broader 
independence in the nation’s polit- 
ical thought and action. 

In 1877 he was called to the high- 
est post under our government 
that a citizen of foreign birth can 
hold, entering the Cabinet of 
President Hayes as Secretary of 
the Interior. There he first estab- 
lished, under departmental rules, 
the ‘‘merit system’’ of appoint- 
ments to office, leading shortly 
afterward to the enactment of the 
the now firmly established Federal 
civil service law. There, too, 
among other measures of adminis- 
trative betterment, he reorganized 
the Indian Service and founded 
the policy that has since saved the 
national forests from spoliation and 
ruin. 

His retirement from public office 
in 1881 proved the occasion only 
for a change of public work. Dur- 
ing the twenty years that followed, 
as editor of a great metropolitan 
daily, as a historian, and as the 
platform advocate of every pro- 
gressive cause calling for support 
or for defense, he labored unceas- 
ingly for the general good. While 
others in public life differed hon- 
estly with him upon questions re- 
lated to tariff-making policies, or 
to the government of dependencies, 
few failed to follow his lead, in the 
East, at least, in the battles fought 
for a sound currency, or for other 
sound public dealing, and few 
were unmoved by the vigorous ap- 
peal he continued to make, as 
president of the Civil Service Re- 
form League, for sound methods 
of public administration. 


Became Active in City. 


In 1881 he came to New York 
to live, and participated there- 
after in the public affairs of the 
city as actively as he had in those 
of the nation, contending and 
speaking on every proper occasion 
for its better government and for 
correct municipal practices. 


Throughout his extraordinary 
career as a leader of American 
thought and action Carl Schurz 
never lost his early love for his 
fatherland, and never: failed to 
counsel his fellow-Americans of 
German birth to cherish its liter- 
ature and legends. He served as 
the first president of the German- 
istic Society of New York, as he 
did of the Germanic Museum of 
Harvard. He remained a German 
idealist, while he continued to hold 
high both the idealism and the 
patriotic demands of the country 
of his devoted adoption. This blend 
went far to produce the fineness 
and the greatness of both his pub- 
lic and his private character; and 
it is a happy augury that in the 
demonstrations of today both coun- 
tries take pride in the celebration 
of his achievements and alike find 
encouragement in his example.

AFTER 10-YEAR SUIT 


Mrs. Louise C. Ellis, Who Proved 
Legitimacy, Took None of 
Father’s $1,000,000. 


BUT GAVE HER SHARE AWAY 


Aided St. John’s Cathedral and Hos- 
pital, Will of Daughter of 
G. M. Chapman Reveals. 


Although she spent ten years in 
a successful attempt to establish her 
legitimacy, Mrs. Louise Chapman 
Ellis, who died Aug. 30 last in New- 
ark, never took any of the $1,000,000 
fortune in which she was entitled to 
share as an heir and next of kin of 
her father, George M. Chapman, 
Brooklyn, fur merchant, it was 
learned yesterday when her will was 
filed with Probate Clerk Killoran in | 
Surrogate’s Court. 

In 1924 after Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Burr had declared her the 
daughter of Chapman and Jane 
Compton Wells, an Englishwoman, 
by a Scotch marriage ceremony at/| 
Gretna Green in 1838, the aged wo- 
man gave most of her inheritance to 
the Cathedral of St. John the Divine 
and the New York Nursery and} 
Child’s Hospital. Eugene Sherpick of | 
Medina, Sherpick & McKee, 165 
Broadway, who fought Mrs. Ellis’s 
case for her, said last night that she 
had never used $25,000 deposited to | 
her credit with the City Chamberlain 
because she had no need of it. She | 
lived on the income from a piece of | 
property her father deeded to her.

criminals as a ‘‘tough’’ judge. At- 
torneys who practiced before him 
and newspaper men who covered his 
court had a common saying that he 
never entered the court room ‘‘un- 
less he had 300 years in his vest 
pocket.”’ 

He was born abroad and was 
brought up on the lower east side of 
New York City, where he attended 
the public schools. He was graduated 
from the New York Law School in 
1906 and entered the practice of law 
in the Bronx, taking an active part 
in — as a protégé of Eugene 
McGuire, Democratic leader of the 
lower Bronx.

By Her Death University of Mich- 
igan Will Receive $150,000 Un- 
der Terms of Late Son’s Will. 


Mrs. Jule Hopwood, mother of 
Avery Hopwood, late playwright, 
died yesterday in her apartment in 
the Hotel Chatham, Vanderbilt Ave- 
nue and Forty-eighth Street, in her 
seventy-third year. Private funeral 
services will be held in Cleveland and 
she will be buried there beside her 
son. She had no other children. Her 
death will cause at least $150,000 to 
revert to the University of Michigan 
by the terms of the playwright’s will, 
which disposed of an estate of about 
$1,000,000. Three-fourth of his residu- 
ary estate was left to his mother in 
trust for life, and one-fifth of this 
sum will now be available to the Uni- 
versity of Michigan to be distributed 
periodically, through the ‘Avery 
Hopwood and Jule sopoos Prizes,”’ 
among students excelling in ‘‘dra- 
matic and fiction writing.’’ 


CLEVELAND, March 1 (*).—For 
many years Mr. Hopwood was a 
lonely wanderer of the world, his 
solitary jaunts being broken only 
when his mother accompanied him 
in some of his visits to strange and 
out-of-the-way places in the Orient 
and Europe. She made at least 
thirty-five voyages abroad. 

Mrs. Hopwood was in the East dur- 
ing the last month to settle the more 
than $1,000,000 estate of her noted | 
son, who met death when he col- 
lapsed in the surf of the Mediter- 
renean at Nice, France.

Awaiting the Treasury Financing. 


No one is awaiting the details of 
the Treasury financing for March 15 
with greater interest than members 
of the municipal bond fraternity. 
Secretary Mellon will make his cus- 
tomary advance announcement next 
week, which will reflect expert opin- 
ion on the current status of the 
money market and that of the mar- 
ket for tax-exempt securities. The 
steady decline of prices in the 
municipal bond market during recent 
weeks has defied explanation, or at 
any rate has baffled dealers seeking 


to discover the probable length of 
the decline. With disclosure of the 
Treasury’s plans the municipal mar- 
ket will have a definite foundation 
on which to stand, in view of the 
more or less definite ratio between 
government and municipal bond 
prices.

Advance ia Dallas Bank Rate. 


The advance in the rediscount rate 
of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
Dallas from 4% to 5 per cent, the 
first change in any of the regional 
banks’ rates since the general rise 
of last Summer, was regarded as the 
result solely of local conditions and 
attracted little attention here. The 
season has arrived when cotton grow- 
ers usually borrow extensively to 
finance their preparations for the 
next crop. Cotton is the base of most 
of this credit. Acceptance rates have

ASK |. C. C. TO DISMISS PLEA 


Merger Plan Is Also Attacked by 
Baltimore Business Group as Re- 
gards Western Maryland Line.

WASHINGTON, VWarch 
first protest against the merger 
plans announced recently by the Bal- 
timore & Ohio Railroad was made 
today when the Southern Railway’ 
Company, and. the Louisville & Nash- 
ville Railroad’ Company filed an in- 
tervening petition with the Inter- 
state Commerce Conimission asking 
that it dismiss so much of the pro- 
ceeding as sought any action what- 
ever with reference to the Chicago, 
Indianapolis & Louisville Railway 
Company, sometimes called the 
Monon system. 

Soon thereafter the Business Pro- 
tective sociation of- -Balitimore, 
composed of business men residing 
and doing business in Maryland, 
West ber mad and Pennsylvani, 
filed a petition ‘opposing inclusion of | 
the Western «Maryland - in, the pro-; 
posed B. & O..unification. 

The..Southern. Railway and the 
Louisville & Nashville stated in their 
petition that. they- owned, equally} 
and.jointly, 93.4 per cent of the com- 
mon, and 77.47 per cent of the pre- 
ferred stock of the Chica Indian- | 
apolis & Louisville, and t at it was 
the only railroad in which they had 
an interest that connected the South- | 
ern and _ Southeastern territory, 
served by them, with Chicago and 
the Gréat Lakes. 

The petitioning railroads said they 
did not desire and were ‘‘wholly un- 
willing’ to sell the Chicago, Indian- 
apolis & Louisville Railway, or their 
stock. holdings therein, to the Balti- 
more '& Ohio, or to any one else, or 
to lease the -road or permit acquisi- 
tion or control of it by another. 

It was contended further that the 
Baltimore & Ohio could obtain con- 
trol of the C., I. & L. only by the 
voluntary consent of its owners, and 
that their position made its acquisi- 
tion by the B. & O. impossible. To 
attempt to establish, therefore, that 
the transfer of control wild bé “fn 
public interest, it was contended, 
would mean merely a loss-of time 
and money to the carriers interested 
and to the government. 

The petition was signed by E. S. 
Jouett, vice president and_ general 
counsel of the Louisville & Nashville, 
and by L. E. Jeffries, vice president 
and general counsel of the Southern 
Railway. 

The Business Protective Associa- 
tion contended that there was need | 
for an additional through route from 
the Great Lakes and points beyond | 
to the port of Baltimore, which will 

“only be possible through the inclu- 
sion of the Western Maryland Rail- 
way Company in a,combination,or 
consolidation with railroads competi- 
tive with the Baltimore & Ohio, and 
that any control of the Western 
Maryland Railway Company by’ the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Company 
will only result in’the suppression of 
competition.’’ 

The association also called the at- 
tention of the commission to the fact 
that it had initiated an action against 
the Baltimore &- Ohio .under. the 
Clayton act because. the B. & O. had 
obtained stock control of the West- 
ern’ Maryland without the -commis- 
sion’s consent. 


In conclusion the association said: | 


“The port of Baltimore is now 
served only by said Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad Company, Pennsy)l- 
vania Railroad Company and West- 
ern Maryland Railway Company, and 
the two companies first named above 
are in active competition for busi- 
ness with the Western Maryland 
Railway - Company, and the sole 
reason for the acquisition of: control 
of the Western Maryland Railway 
Company by the B. & O. Railroad 
Company is to deprive your petition- 
er of the enjoyment of the competi- 
tion which would be afforded by the 
operation of a new through route, in 
connection with the Pittsburgh & 
West Virginia Railway Company and 
the Western:Maryland Railway Com- 
pany. ”? 

The petition quoted Professor Wil- 
liam Z. Ripley, who prepared.a ten- 
tative plan for the commission in 
1921, as ruling that a recommenda- 
tion to exclude the Western’ Mary- 
land from Baltimore & Ohio control 
was final. 

Attention also was called in the 
association’s petition to the fact that 
the Pittsburgh & West Virginia Rail- 
way Company had filed an applica- 
tion with the commission to: take 
over control of the Western Mary- 
land and build such connecting lines 
as might be necessary to perfect an- 
other through route. 


NEW OVERNIGHT RATE 
FOR CABLE TO BRITAIN | 


Postal Follows Up Its Change in 
Week-End Service—Wall Street 
Sees War for Traffic. 


The Postal Telegraph-Commercial 


Cables System announced yesterday | 


an overnight cable letter service 
with telegraphic delivery, from this 
city to any. point in. Great Britain 
and Ireland at a minimum rate of 


$1.20 for any number of words up 
to thirty. Formerly only twenty 
words could be sent for the same 
amount. This followed by a day the 
Postal Telegraph’s announcement of 
a new week-end cable letter service 
to Great Britain and Ireland at the 
se 4 of $1 for thirty-three words or 
ess. 

This cutting of rates, while not 
actually constituting a rate war for 
cable service to Great Britain, was 
interpreted in Wall Street as_ indi- 
ag that a “‘traffic war’’ is actu- 
ally in progress between the cable 
companies. According to cable of- 
ficlals, however, the cheaper over- 
night and week-end letter services 
are intended to obtain as even a ser- 
vice “‘load’’ for twenty-four hours a 
day 
possible, and important increases in 
business are expected as a result, 

The latest services offered follow a 
series of cuts, announced alternately 
by the Western Union Company and 
Postal Telegraph-Commercial Cables, 
with the Radio . Corporation also 
adapting its schedules to the scale 
provided. The Postal Telegraph's

NEW BRIDGE BONDS 
NOT EXPECTED SOON 


Dealers Say Port Authority 
Can Finance Work at 178th 
Street for Months. 


$20,000,000 ISSUE SOLD 


Only Borrowing for Project Done 
in December, 1926—-Body Com- 
ments on its Credit. 


Plans of the Port of New York Au- 
thority to market an issue of $30,- 
000,000 bonds in the ‘‘near future,”’ 
as indicated in its annual report, 


which has just been released, do not 
call for the immediate sale of long- 
term bonds, according to municipal 
bond houses close to the situation. 
This financing, when it is carried 
out, will be in ‘connection with the 
construction of. the New York-New 
Jersey interstate bridge, which will 
span the Hudson River from Fort 
Lee to 178th Street, Manhattan. 

It was pointed out yesterday that 
the Port Authority has sufficient 
cash on hand to carry on the con- 
struction work for some months 
without borrowing and that addi- 
tional capital requirements always 
can be taken care of by means of 
short-term financing. The only bond 
issue that has been marketed for 
this preiect. was an issue of $20,000,- 
000 4s on Dec. 9, 1926, due serially 
from 1936 to 1950. The authoriza- 
tion. is $60,000,000. 

The last pane of financing done by 
the Port of New York Authority was 
the flotation of an issue of $12,000,- 
000 4s in January, 1928, to defray 
the cost of construction of a bridge 
over the Kill van Kull at Bayonne, 
N. J. The only other funded debt 
of the Port Authority consists of an 
issue of $14,000,000 4% per cent 
bonds, marketed in March, 1926, for 
the construction of a bridge over Ar- 
thur Kill at Perth Amboy, N. J., and 
another at Elizabeth, N. J. 

In its annual report, the Port Au- 
thority says “it is reasonable to as- 
sume that there has been a growing 
confidence in the Port Authority’s 
method of ee and its securi- 
ties are rated as first-class invest- 
ments.’’

United Corporation Offers to 
Take 500,000 Shares on 
Exchange Basis. 


G. H. HOWARD PRESIDENT 


His Election Does Not Mean Electric 
Bond and Share Will Participate, 
He Indicates. 


In the first publicly announced ex- 
pansion it has undertaken since its 
creation early this year, the United 
Corporation, formed as a public util- 
ity holding company by the Morgan- 
Drexel-Bonbright group, yesterday 
addressed an offer to the stockhold- 
ers of the United Gas Improvement 
Company to exchange their shares 
for those of the United Corporation. 

According to the letter to United 
Gas Improvement stockholders, not 
more than 500,000 of their shares will 
be accepted by the United Corpora- 
tion, which is offering one and a 
half shares of its $3 cumulative pref- 
erence stock and two and one-fourth 
shares of its common stock in ex-:

JURY EXEMPTIONS 


Commission Offers Measure 
Aimed at Raising Standards 
of the Panels. 


LAWYERS WOULD BE CALLED 


Other Professions Now Not Serving 
Included—Judge Alone Could 
Excuse From Duty. 


Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, March i1.—The 
Crime Commission today issued what 
it termed ‘‘a call to arms’’ to every 
man in the State to join in the fight 
against the criminal and the law’s 
delays and errors by supporting a 
bill for the sweeping abolishment of 
jury exemptions. 

The measure, introduced in both 
houses by Senator Caleb H. Baumes 
of Newburgh and Assemblyman Bur- 
ton Esmond of Saratoga, chairman 
and vice chairman of the crime com- 
missions, adds thousands of new 
names to the jury lists in hitherto 
exempt professional and business 
classes. According to Senator 
Baumes, the bill would assure liti- 
gants of a jury of their peers repre- 
senting a cross-section of the citi- 
ay | of the State. 

The bill reserves only to a few pub-

| of service, or honorably discharged 
from a fire company after five years’ 


service; steam boiler engineers, of- 
ficers and attendants of certain insti- 
tutions, employes of glass, cotton, 
linen, woolen or iron manufacturing 
establishments and various other 
classes. 

The bill is looked upon here as be- 
ing the most far reaching in its per- 
sonal effect and capable of producing 
the greatest reform of any sponsored 
by the commission this year. 

“The crime commission feels in in- 
troducing this bill abolishing all ex- 
emptions, except certain public offi- 
cials, that there will be brought to 
the jury lists a large number of men 
who by business experience and 
training will be able to render just 
and fair verdicts and thereby take 
the burden off the few men who now 
are called several times a year to 
serve,’’ the commission stated.

With less than a month left to 
prove to the Transit Commission its 
financial ability to operate buses un- 
der its original franchise, the Equi- 
table Coach Company was engaged 
yesterdzy in a vigorous effort to ob- 
tain independent backing from mid- 
Western sources.

The hope is based on the 
assumption that the B. M. T., rather 
than conduct long drawn-out pro- 
ceedings to get a bus franchise of 
its own, will be willing to provide 
the funds with which the Equitable’s 
franchise can be put into operation 
under a new agreement. 


Further Extension Doubted.
